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Trip Report: Courage Classic Bike Ride 
Ric Hulett, N6AJS 


Each year, the Children’s Hospital Denver 
Foundation sponsors a two-day bike ride 
in the Colorado mountains.The start and 
finish are at the Copper Mountain resort. 
Over a thousand bicyclists ride one of 
three routes including Tennessee pass, 
Vail Pass, and Loveland pass. 


This year, over $3 million was pledged to 
support Children’s Hospital in Denver. 


The ride covers back country, well outside 
of cell phone coverage. Ham radio opera- 
tors provide critical communications sup- 
port for the riders and the tour organizers. 
(Colorado Highway Patrol requires the 
ride to have communications coverage 
over the entire ride.) 


This year, for the fourth time, | traveled to 
Colorado in July to ride with a SAG wagon 
(Support And Gear) along the ride. 


Ham support: 


We had ham stations at each of the rest 
stops, and on each of seven SAG wag- 
ons. Skyler Fennell, WOSKY, placed in- 
ternet-linked 440 MHz repeaters on the 
mountain tops, providing full coverage 
over the ride. (see his video at Summit 
Signals - Conquering a Rocky Mountain 
Bike Race with Ham Radio):

The SAG radios were all equipped with 


APRS so that “Big Boss” Christian Norris 
WODCN knew the status of the crews. 


APRS is a digital communications protocol 
to provide GPS location and short mes- 
sages using the 2-meter frequency 
144.390 MHz. Transmissions from APRS 
stations are repeated by other stations in 
the local area, allowing good coverage. 


APRS.fi is a web page that shows any sta- 
tions received by an internet-linked node, 
so | was able to plot my travel route after 
the ride. One of the Colorado Highway 
Patrol motorcycles was also equipped with 
an APRS beacon. 


My FTM-100DR doesn’t have an easy way 
to edit text messages, so it wasn’t perfect 
for the task. | am planning a gear upgrade 
for next year, using a Terminal Node Con- 
troller (TNC) to link an APRS transceiver 
to my cell phone via bluetooth. 


The Ride: 


On Friday night, we assembled the SAG 
drivers and hams in the parking lot to as- 
semble and test the mobile radios. This 
all went well, except for the one Ford van 
that wouldn't start. It turns out that the 
newer models don’t have the battery in an 
obvious location under the hood, which led 
to confusion about jumper cable place- 
ment. By Saturday morning, we had a 
replacement van, and working ham gear. 
(1 am pleased to report that this did not 
happen to me.) 


With that job done, we retired for dinner 
and a final briefing meeting. 


Saturday morning, the first riders were 
on the course by 6:00 am. Before that, we 
ferried a group of runners up to the Colo- 
rado Trail for their cross-country run. For 
the rest of Saturday until mid-afternoon, 
we drove the Colorado mountain roads:
